r|RUSSIA AN D FRANCE 


The Czar’s Army Toasted at a 
.. Military Banquet in 
Paris. 


An Important Speech Made by 
Emperor William at 
Breslau. 


State Coercion Not the Right Way to Op- 
pose Social Democracy—Turkish Atroci-

Pans, Sept. 15.—Gen. Ferron, Commander 
of the Eighteenth Army corps, gave a banquet 
last night to the foreign officers who attended 
the recent maneuvers of the French army. 
Gen. Ferron gave a toast to Capt. Kaboloff of 
the Russian army, who, he said, represerted 
an incomparable army, which was able to dis- 
pose of the armed coalition which was threat - 
ening Europe. If one campaign did not suffice 
to effect this Russia would not hesitate to have 
recourse to several and would be victorious in 
the end. Gen. Ferron asked the company to 
drink to the sister army of Russia. In reply 
to the toast Capt. Kaboloff dilated upon the 
feeling of affection with which the Russian 
army regarded the army of France. Upon the 
conclusion of his remarks he, according to the 
Russian custom, shattered his glass upon the 
floor. 


Irish Land Purchase Bil). 


Loro, Sept. 15.—Mr. Balfour, Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland, is anxious to take Mr. 
Parnell at his latest word about the Irish land 
purchase bill, and has given directions for 
the most careful examination of his sug- 
gestions. It is not at all probable thatthe bill 
will be introduced in November precisely in 
the form of last session, and at present itis 
indeed an open question whether ite operation 
may not be made in some way connected with 
the reform of local government in Ireland in 
the manner which Lord Salisbury’s adminis- 
tration will certainly propose before the dis- 
solution of Parliament. But if this is 
done, it must be consonant with the 
intention of the Government that in any case 
the Irish land purchase bills shall de passed 
next session.While there is no real probabil- 
ity that their Irish local government bill willibe 
passed, in any case the provisione of the Irish 
land purchase bill will de made e dependent. 
The Liberal party on assumm power will 
propose légisiation to that effect iIn-connec- 
tion with the scheme of home rule. But dy 
statesmen of both perties it has been thought 
that from the circumstances of last session 
the Irish land purchase bill was never con- 
sidered by the country, and that formidable 
and unexpected opposition may very prob- 
ably arise when this allocation of £33,000 is 
the most prominent matter for political dis- 
cussion. 


Boulanger Revelations. 


Paris, Sept. 15.—The Figaro continues to 
publish Roulanger revelations. The latest 
are to.the effect that Boulanger was bound in 
honor to overthrow the Republic, but that the 
parties disagreed as to who should be placed 
in power. Dillon told the trustees of the 
D’Uzes fund that he would be the first to 
shoot Boulanger if he broke his word. The 
Comte de Paris’ organ, La Correspondence Na- 
tionale, admits that the Royalists subsidize the 
Boulantgists. Boulanger’s organ, Voix du 
Peuple, referring to the assertion of the Duch- 
ess D’Uzes, thatshe had aletter compromis- 
ing Boulanger and Royalism, hints that Bou- 
langer has letters proving that the Duchess 
threw away her money because she loved bim. 
Inan interview published in the Siecle Bou- 
langer denies that he bargained to upset the 
Republic; declares that he never handled tne 
money, which was Dillon’s affair, and says 
that he has been deceivéd and made use of by 
everybody. It is stated that the Duchess 
D’Uzes is writing a novel, based on these in- 
trigues. The Duchess has written to M. 
Rocheforte that she paid nothing to the In- 
transigeant. 

THE VATICAN AND BOULANGER. 

Cardinal Sampolia, the Papal Secretary of 
State, has instructed the Papa! Nuncio here to 
assure the French Government that there 
never were any negotiations detween the 
Vatican and Boulanger or his agents. 


Canada and the McKinley Bu. 


orrawa, Ontario, Sept. 15.—The effect of 
the McKiniey bill upon Canadian export trade 
will be very serious. A conservative estimate 
is that the bill puts an end to the export trade 
in eggs, amounting Im value to 82, 000, 000 4 
year, but the greatest blow is aimed at meats 
and live stock. The Domiwton' ‘Government 
will shortly announce the abolition of the ex- 
port duty on pine logs in orderto meet their 
alternative provision in the McKinley bili 
regarding Canadian sawed lumber. The 
MoKinley bill, it is calculated, will reduce 
Canadian exports to the United States by 
at least $10,000,000 per annum and imports 
to a proportionate extent. 


The Emperor and Social Democracy, 

Berlin, Sept. 15.—Emperor William made an 
important speech at a banquet at Breslau Sat- 
urday night. In the course of his remarks he 
said he noped that the other provinces would 
imitate Silesia in regard to the improving of 
the condition of werkingmen.

Lowpon, Sept. 15.—The Zanzibar ocorre- 
spondent of the Times says that European 
circles are confident that the Berlin Govern- 
ment will countermand the German slavery 
proclamation at Bagamoyo, but even that 
will fail to remedy the itrreparablie harm 
already done. The object of the Germans is 
to attract wealthy Arabe to the German coast 
line. A German official recently presided at 
an auction sale of slaves. Serious difficulties 
are certain to ensue on the British coast line 
and probably the Arabs will attempt to coerce 
the Sultan to withdraw his decree. The Emin 
case against Tippoe Tib has been adjourned

Ericsson’s Romaiss. 

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 15,—The American steam- 
er Baltimore, carrying the body of the late 
Ericsson, arrived Saturday, and yesterday 
the body was conveyed ashore in the royal 
barge, which was draped in Diack. It was 
carried by the Baltimore sailors to a paviliton 
especially built to receive it, and there it was 
formally gtven to the Government. An 
enormous procession followed the body to the 
railway which carried it to Filipstadt near the 
great engineer’s birthplace, where it will re- 
main in state for several days, unt ii the public 
funer al and burial.

The House and the Tariff Bill—Purchases of 
Silver. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Sept. 15:—The rest of 
the Senate amendments to the tariff bill were 
put threugh the Ways apd Means Committee 
in short order this morning, non-concurrence 


being recommended in each case. When 
the amendment fixing Nen. 1 as the 
date on which * m bond, im- 
ported, 8 should be withdraw was reached the 
emocratie members showed some disposi- 
tien te amend the Senate amendment so as to 
extend the time.

the bears are glad to see a financial strin- 
gency. If aman is carrying 10,000 shares of 
stock and is called for margin or the renewal 
of a loan is refused, there are only two steps 
to be taken. He must either throw his stock 
on the market and realize at a loss, or he 
must obtain money by offering avery high 
rate for its use for two or three days. 

FELT ONLY LOCALLY. 

„Just before the last purchase of bonds by 
the Government interest on short loans ran 
upto 180 per cent, the usury loans being 
cooked,as they always are,{by;the commission 
charges. The money had to be supplied by 
New York and its immediate vicinity, as the 
demand came suddenly, and it was known 
that it would last only a day or two. As a 
proof of its local nature the fact may be cited 
that while in New York money was quoted at 
160 per cent and above, it ceuid be 
borrowed in Ohicago at less than 
7 per cent. There are three reasons fora 
financial stringency atthe present time that 
do not usually exist. Thecrops have heen 
coming in from three to six weeks earlier than 
is usually the ease,and this has caused a drain 
for which the national and private banks had 
not gathered their resources. The uncertain- 
ty in regard to the tariff changes has been 
such as to cause importers to lay in heavy 
stocks at much earlier date than is ordinarily 
the case. Inthe third place the speculation 
of outsiders in Wall street securities has been 
greater during the last few months than dur- 
ing any corresponding period for four or five 
years, and this has given rise ton unex- 
pected demand for money. 

CAUSE AND EFFECT. 

„All these causes have combined to exhaust 
the supply of ready cash, and it is generally 
believed on Wall street thata great many of 
those from whom short loans are generally 
obtained are by no means unwilling to see 
stocks go down, sothat they can buy them at 
a cheap rate, and are therefore inclined to re- 
fuse loans to brokers interested in 
keeping up the price, although they 
have plenty of money. Until the money 
that has gone West to pay for and move the 
crops, comes back again, or until there are 
large purchases of bonds by the Treasury, a 
stringency in Wall street is likely to exist,and 
at times interest rates for short ioans will rise 
very high. The present riseis caused by a 
miscalculation on the part of speculators, who 
believed that Wiadom would buy bonds last 
week andthat money would be plenty. In 
my opinion, and inthatof those with whom 
I have talked, ite effects will be nearly entire- 
ly confined to Wallstreet. 


Stringency in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 15.—The intention of bank 
ers to maintain strong reserves, is’ daily 
strengthened by the desperate condition of 
things along the Atlantic seaboard. The im- 
mense volume of general trade at this center 
still proves sufficient to absorb what fonds 
the banks care to place, and the cold shouider 
is being turned toward the large 
supply of good commercial paper offered for 
sale. Borrowers are content to pay % toe7 
per cent for time loans,and 6 per cent remains 
the lowest figure for demand loans on collat- 
eral. The call from the country for money to 
move the crops is based upon current needs, 
but it is not heavy enough to attract particu- 
lar attention.

EMBEZZLEMENT AND LARCENY. 


Charges Upon Which Walter Potter and W. 
D. Levell Were Arrested. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 15.—Messrs. Walter 
Potter and W. D. Lovell of the frm of Potter, 
Lovell & Co. were arrested to day on warrants 
charging them with embezziement and 
larceny. The complaint is made by Mr. 
Charles Richardson of Philadelphia, a mem- 
ber of the firm of C. Richardson & Sons, a 
director in the National Bank of the Republic 
in Philadelphia, and President of the Edge 
Hill Furmace Co., and it alleges the embezzie- 
ment and larceny of $70,000 worth of bonds 
of the Edge Hill Furnace 0e. The transac- 
tion between the parties on which the com- 
plalnt is based is the ene °n 
which a temporary injunction against the dis- 
posal of the bonds was recently granted. In 
his petition for that injunction Mr. Richard- 
son sete forth that his firm had been in the 
habit of placing their notes with Potter Lov- 
ell & Co, and the Potter-Lovell Co. for nego- 
tiation and that to cover advances from the 
concerns, when possibly no notes were on 
hand, the firm had given as security $70,000 
worth of 6 per cent bonds of the Edge Hill 
Furnace Co. These bonds, he says, are in the 
possession ef E. G. and E. Wallace of Roch- 
ester, and, therefore, that firm is made a 
party to the civil suit. He then alleges the 
fraudulent conversion of the bonds by Potter, 
Lovell & Ce, to their own use, and asks an 
accounting. The criminal complafnt is drawn 
along the same lines and contains about the 


same allegations. 

The prisoners were heldin $5,000 each for 
hearing ti a 25. Both furnished bond.

WHAT Is THE CAUSE OF BEAUTY? 


Will the Human Race Become Hideous as It 
Advances? 


From the London Spectator. 

Beauty is a result of circumstances, such as 
personal freedom and mode of life and of con- 
tinuous diet, not of intelligence, and still less 
of the acquisition of knowledge, which latter 
can only benefit the individual, whose 
features are fixed past serious change before 
study is even begun. Aman ora woman in- 
herits his or her face, and mental habitude, 


though it may * affect its meaning, can 
no more alter its shape than assiduous train- 
ing can turn asmooth tox terrier iato the wiry 
kind from Airedale. 

It may even be doubted, 
will deem the assertion, whether centinueus 
education will produce beauty, whether the 
growth of Intelligence will even in ages yield 
the physical result which we notice the 
authors of Utepias always assume, as if it 
were a scientifically demonstrable conse- 
quence of the new society. The most beauti- 
ful black race in Africa, a tribe in Nyassaland, 
on whose lecke even missionaries grow elo- 
quent,and who are really as perfect as bronze 
statues, are as ignorantas fishes and though 
they have discovered the use of fire have 
never risen to the conception of clothes of 
any kind. The Otaheitan, when discevered, 
was as uncultured as the Papuan 
now is; yet the former approached as nearly 
to positive beauty as the latter does to pos- 
tive deformity, The keenest race in Asia, 
and, as all who knew them assert, the streng- 
est In character, the Chinese, is, decidedly the 
ugliest of semi- civilized eros while the 
Hindoo, if sufficiently fed, ie, even when as 
ignorant as an antmal, ‘almost P 
handsome. The Circassians, who know not 
ing and are rather stupid than exceptionally 
intelligent, are physically.a faultless race, no 
more so than the Germans, who, though the 
best trained people in the world, display a 
marked commonness of feature, as if the 
great eculptor, Nature, bad used good clay, 
but taken no trouble about the modeling, 
Some of the very ablest among them belon 
to oe flat-nosed, puffy-cheeked, loose-limbed 
variet 

The 3 race in the world and probably 
the one most susceptible to culture, thereby, 
presents few types of beauty, being usually at 
once bhook-nosed and flabby-cheeked, thickly 
In physique, as in thoughbt,that race occasien- 
ally throws out transcendent examples. The 
tamed Arabs of Egypt, who seem to possess 
poor brains and of course have no education, 
are often extraordinarily- handsome; while in 
1860 the grandest head in Asia, a head which 
every artist copied as his ideal ot Jove, be- 
longed to an Arab horse-dealer, who, outside 
his trade, knew nothing. No man or 
men of culture would pretend in mere per- 
fectness of form to rival the old Greek ath- 
letes, who intellectually were probably ani- 
mals, orthe Berserkars, who were for the 
most part only hard-drinking soldiers. Tne 
reyai caste, whieh has been quitivated for 
1,000 years, seldom produces beautiful men, 
and still seldomer beautiful women; most

GOUNOWs AMERICAN TOUR, 


Breach of Contract. 


New York, Sept. 15.—Alfred Godchaux of 
this city is considerably exercised over the re- 
ports from the other side to the effect that M. 
Gounod, the celebrated musician and com- 
poser, has been sued fer a breach of contract 


made dy him for a concert tour in this country. 


The amount claimed from M. Gounod is said 
to be 100,000 francs, and itis further alleged 
Bhat the contract inoluded s clause which 
s man r to 
Dring a certain female pianist along with 
the t master. Mr. Godchaux says tbat 
the cintract referred to was made with M. 
Gounod himself and Mr. F. Mons, who was 
formerly Mr. Godchaux’s partner in the. 
atrical and musical ventures, He exhibited 
the contract net by M. Gounod, M. Mons 
and himself. It bears the date of Jaly 2, 1868, 
and contains a penalty of 100,000 francs, to be 
paid by either party failing to carry out its 
provisions. | 
**This is undoubtedly the contract on which 
Mons bases his claim against M. Gounod,’’ 
»The fact is 
that Mons and myself dissoived partnersh! 
on. July 28, 1889, and Gouned was never cal! 
upon te carry out the contract made with us. 
s has nota cent of his own and his back- 
ere, Max and Nathan, failed last winter in 
Philadelphia, not being able to pay even the 
salaries of the company they were running. 
Mons never hired a hall or mae a date here 
tour to be made in con. 
sequence of the contract referred to. At this 
moment if Gounod should offer to come over 
here Mons would pein a very embarrassing po- 
‘sition,’ ashe would not have a cent with which 
to arrange for the tour. I regard the whole 
matter ag little better than a biackmailing 
scheme, and Iam afraid that M. Gounod or 
his friends think that 
am acting with Mons in this 
matter, though I have nothing to do with the

A PLAN OF MAGNITUDE 


PROPOSED IMPROVED TERMINAL SYSTEM 
ron RAILROADS IN CaICAGO. 


A Scheme Fostered by Eastern and Western 
Capitaliate—Werk to Begin Soon fer the 
Constraction of the Chicago Elevated 
Termiual Railway—How the Terminal 

Are to Be Operated—The Cenvenience 
and Faelility. ; 


New York, Sept. 15.—A special dispatch 
from Chicago to the Journal of Finance says: 
A pian of magnitude for the relief of Chicago 
by providing an improved terminal system 
for the various lines of railroads which run 
into this city, has been under censideration 
by amumber of Eastern and Western capital- 
lists for some montbs. It has at last 
materialized and will be put into opera- 
tion at a time not far distant, by a 
corporation bearing the name of the Chicago 
Elevated Terminal Rallway CO. The re- 
suite desired, as is indicated by the name of 
the company, are to be accomplished by an 
elevated track system. It will cost a vast 
amount of money te carry the plan te com- 
pletion, but the engineers who have studied 
the question are so confident that the diffiicul- 
ties can be overcome that there is scareely a 
doubt that early and definite action will 
be taken. Statistics presented at a 
recent meeting of the Western Society of 
American Engineers show that the number 
of persons killed within the corporate limits 
of Chicago each year by the railroads crossing 
streets and other railway lines at grade, is 
between 400 and 600 per annum, and it is also 
stated that one ot the chief 
railway system entering Chicago paid 
during the last year over $150,000 for 
personal injuries caused at grade crossings. 
These facts are well known to all rallroad men 


and to others doing business in Chicago, 
whether they will admit them or not, and it Is 
believed that the great cost of constructien of 
an clevated entrance for any one line bas 
alone prevented the attempt belng made up 
to this time, but the present plan proposes to 
make the eonstruction on such abroad and 
liberal basis that it will provide ample en- 
trance and terminal facilities for not less than 
eight and possibly ten trunk lines approach- 
ing Chicago from 
THE EAST, SOUTH AND WEST. 

It is proposed that the elevated tracks shall 
be carried upon an iron or steel structure 
through the more thickly populated part et 
the city and upon brick or stone arches at 

ints where that construction can be used to 

tter advantage,as practiced in Philadelphia, 
Jersey City, and in Lenden and other 
European cities. The company does not pro- 
pose to ask anything from the city of Chicago 
other thar authority to permit its structure to 
cross the streets at not less than sixteen feet 
above the curb lines, and to do this 
only upon property owned A the 
company so as not to Interfere in the slightest 
degree with the traffic of other railway lines 
or of the streets. It is proposed to construct 
the line with 100-pound steel rails, so that the 
engines running at the highest rate of speed 
can enter thecity at from forty to fifty miles 
per hour if desired, without creating the 
alightost inconvenience or interruption to the 
traffic and business of other railroads or of 
the city. It is also proposed to construct in 
connection with this elevated railway and 
terminal system, inciosed freight yards 
at grade, using hydraulic lifts, as practiced in 
England, for the transfer of freight cars from 
the elevated tracks to the inclosed yards on 
the street level, thus preventing the iaying of 
any more railroad tracks: across or upon 
streets at grade. The Union Station of the 
elevated system will probably be on State 
street, abutting on or senth of the Twelfth 
street viaduct, thus utilizing as a great con- 
venience and facility for passenger traffic the 
viaduct, which has been heretefore looked 
upon as a great detriment to that part of the 
city. It is tne intention of the company to 
make this station 

A MAGNIFICENT STRUCTURE. 

The plan is to have eight or ten tracks run- 
ning south from the Union Station to a point 
where they diverge, one line to the south and 
one to the west, each of the divergent lines 
— Sage from four to six elevated tracks. Ali 
preliminary plans have been prepared, so 
that the work cah begin at an early date ‘ 

and, as it is proposed tobuy every foot 
of land the company will occupy, and 
the improvements will bring 
improvement to the street 
rallw traffie upon existing lines, itis be- 
lieved that the elevated railway and terminals 
will be very popular, not only with officials 
and patrons of the railroad, but with the pub- 
lic, It is the purpose of the company to be- 
gin conetruction as soén as the Woper city 
ordinances are passed, so as to have 
the elevated entrance and terminals 
ready for businese before the opening 
of the World’s ir. The company pro- 
oses to acquire from the Atchison, Topeka & 
anta Fe Rallread Co., if satisfactory arrange- 
ment can be reached with it, a large amount 
of the real estate which that company hereto- 
ore required forthe purpose of ‘‘construct- 
ing an entrance and terminale in Chicago, 
but which they have not been able to utilize 
up to this time. Ifa satisfactory agreement 
cannot be arrived at with the Santa Fe offi- 
cials, other available property will be used.
